A CHILD BRUTALLY 
MURDERED. 


CHINESE WHO BORE A 
GRUDGE. - 


The story of a terrible crime in 
a house at ‘Changi was told to 
Colonel Hope Falkner, the Singa- 
pore coroner, last week, when the 
‘inquest was . held touching , ‘the 
death of a child who was murder- 
ed in a Chinese hut at the 744: mile 
Changi, on October 5. ‘ 

The medical evidence given was 
tothe effect.that the child, a boy 
of about five yeara of age, died as 
the reault of multiple stab wounds.
